VIENNA, Sept. 11 —Nearly 


140,000 men are under arms in 


Austria today, most of them at the 
German border, others in Vienna 
where Chancellor Englebert Doll- 
fuss is expected to announce what 
will be in effect a non-Nazi Fas- 
cist state of Austria. 

Theodor Habicht, Nazi “inspec- 
tor for Austria” announced over 
the Munich radio that the Nazis 
had a popular majority in Austria, 
and predicted the seizure of Aus- 
tria by Nazis which France has 
declared would be a signal for 
war. 
As a counter-measure, Dollfuss 
has mobilized. the regular army of 
22,000 men, 17,000 police and mil- 
itia, and 100,000 of the unoflicial 
Heimwehr - militia.
